Regional Comprehensive Plan Goals & Objectives 
 
Page 3 Parks and Recreation Goal Objectives: 
Suggest adding item as follows: 
10. “Develop & protect historical resources of the region.” 
 
Page 4 Natural Resource Protection Goal Objectives: 
Suggest modifying item 3 to read as follows: 
3. “Promote and protect trees and other vegetation in developed areas.” 
Rationale: Deleted the word “street” trees since historically significant trees exist which 
are not in the street area.  An example is the large tree in the recent Snowdenville 
development.
